Introduction 
1. Thts publication contains Victorlan 
fabour force estimates derived from the 


population survey conducted throughout Australia 
each month by the ABS. Labour force estimates 
for employed persons classified by Industry and 
occupation are only avaltable quarterly (i.e. 
each February, May, August, and November). 


Conduct of ABS population survey 
20 The survey {fs based on a multi-stage 


area sample of private dwellings (houses, flats, 
etc.) and non-private dwellings (hotels, motels, 
etc.) and covers about one-half of one per cent 
of the Victorian population. 


Scope of survey 
3. All persons aged 15 years and over are 


Included fn the survey except: 
(a) members of the permanent defence 
forces; 
(b) certain diplomatic personne! of 
overseas governments; 
(c) overseas visItors holidaying In 
Australta; and 
(d) members of  non-Austratian defence 
forces (and thelr dependants) statloned 
In Australia. 
Definitions 
4. The labour force category to which a 


person Is assigned depends on his or her actual 
activity (I.e. whether working, looking for 
work, etc.) during the survey week. The 
definitions conform closely to the standard 
definitions recommended by the International 
Labour Organisation. 


Employed persons comprise al! those aged 15 


years and over who, during the survey week: 
(a) worked for one hour or more for pay, 
profit, commission, or payment In kind 
tn a job or busIness, or on a farm 
(Including emp!oyees, employers, and 
self-employed persons); or 
worked for 15 hours or more without pay 
In a famfly business or on a farm (tee. 
unpatd family helper); or 
were employees who had a Job but were 
not at work and were: 
on paid leave; 
on leave without pay for fess than 
four weeks up to the end of the 
survey week; :

lasting for less than four weeks);

wafting to start a new Job within 
four weeks from the end of the 
survey week and would have started 
in the survey week If the Job had 
been avallable then; or 
were walting to be called back to a 
full-time or part-time Job from whtch 
they had been stood down without pay 
for less than four weeks up to the end 
of the survey week (Including the whole 
survey week) for reasons other than bad 
weather or plant breakdown.

Full-time workers are those who usually work 35 


hours a week or more and others who, although 
usually part-time workers, worked 35 hours or 
more during the survey week. 
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prt-time workers are those who usually work 
iss than 35 hours a week and who did so during 
te survey week. When recording hours of work, 
factions of an hour are dIsregarded. ;

Since the estimates In thls publicatlon 
re based on Information obtained from occupants 
f a sample of dwellings they, and the movements 
erftved from them may differ from the figures 
hat would have been produced if all dwellings 
ad been Included In the surveys One measure of

the tikely difference Is given by the standard 


error of an estimate. Standard errors of survey 
estimates and month to =month movements 
calculated for all reglons are shown on page 21. 
As the above problems are compounded when the 
statistics are disaggregated to regional data, 
users are particularly advised to treat month to 
month movements for reglonal data with caution.
